1C, 1904, was shown, signel by Theo. 
Taylor, to be used as a standard of 
comparison. 
Receipt No. 3219 was 


shown, and was declared not to have 
been written in the same hand. The 
witness was asked to give hid reason, 
which was as follows: 
"' "I examined 
that 
signature on 


three points, first to get the shade 
crophnsls, second the relation to th? 
base line, third, to the slant. I find 
that the signature or receipt 1059 
was made by the pens being held on 
the side with the hollow side of the 
pen to the right. 


"Taking up the signature on 3219. 


the pen has been held in a manner 
entirely different. 
The pen is not 


natural. The pen has been halted. It 
is what I consider a very poor imita- 
tion. 


"I mean by _as^iatural signature a 


gesture of the mwfcUiat Is, It is done 
without thought. In the case of 3219 
the down strokes are 
heavy, while 


the base line Is not regular. In the 
•f on the 3219, the pen halts and tho 
Ink flows, we find that the nervous- 
n,ess Is vindicated. 
It lacks 
anima- 


tion. 
' "A signature lacking life is a sig- 
nature lacking the elements of which 
T spoke a moment ago. It shows a 
halting hesitating condition 
of the 


strokes..- A slow ' stroke 
produces 


spreading'of the ink."

EW men of modern times have 


attracted to themselves nobler 
poetic tributes than has Abra- 
hatn Lincoln.

The Cubans are a queer people and it 
is their peculiarities, their restless- 
ness that will lead to a change, If In- 
deed, any Is ever made. 


I attended a session of the Cuban 


Senate this afternoon and the pro- 
ceedings were conducted with all the 
decoinm and solemnity that attaches 
to th«> American upper branch of Con- 
gress. Occasionally the Cuban con- 
gress runs off at a tangent as it did 
the other day in voting to give Miss 
Roosevelt a ?2f>,000 present, but, it 
is said, that the government's busi- 
ness Is ordinarily conducted in a sane 
and thoroJirth manner.

• The government of Havana to all 
outward 
.iituearances is a distinct 


success and some of the cities of 
Ohio might profit by what is being 
done here. At home one often hears 
that Havana Is a dirty place, that the 
sanitary conditions are poor and tin- 
laws lax .but the fact is Havana is 
almost Immaculate, the sanitary con- 
ditions are not bad and law and order 
prevail as in few of the cities of the 
United 
States. 
Havana 
is today 


cleaner than nine-tenths of American 
cities, li»>r well paved streets receiv- 
ing the constant and careful attention 
of a host of men. There is no need 
for an anti-spitting ordinance such a<- 
the Newark city council recently en- 
acted, and no waste paper or debris 
of any sort Is to be seen either upon 
the sidewalks or in the streets. I have

vana, and street fights and hold tips 
seem to be unknown here.

Few Cubans have front yards. The 


houses are built flush with the street,

One 
house adjoins another and a livery 
stable may be In the next one a few 
feel away, or course Havana has a 
section for the elite, and there hand- 
some houses of Spanish architecture 
are to be seen. 


One of th» first men I met here was 


the Rev. L. C. McPherson. I caught 
his eye on a crowded street car, pick- 
ing him out from among the Span-' 
lards and Cubans, and my gaze rested 
upon him as I was struck with his 
rwemblance to Rev. H. X. Milller of 
Newark. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Miller is not unlike his predeces- 
cor.

and hunger on l>0 I.IMIO miners just be- 
cause these little districts have some 
local difference it cannot adjust. John 
Mitchell is going down to New Yoik 
to ask the anthr.irite operators for a 
contract, which he lias not the power 
to enter into, as the national conven- 
tion has tied him hand and foot. 


"When operatois offered to reaffirm 


the present scale. I voted for It openly 
and honestly and so convinced was 1 
of the justice of my opinion that I re- 
fused to retract in the face of jeers 
and revlllngs and threats of bodily 
barm. 
I was alone In my vote, but 


not alone in my opinion. At the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor In Plttsburq In November I coa> 
suited President Mitchell nnd W. D. 
Ryan and they both told me they would 
be satisfied with a tenqwal of the pres- 
ent agreement, but that we ought to 
demand an advance as a matter of pol- 
icy. Later, I consulted President Has- 
klns of the Ohio miners; he £old me 
the same thing.

Is ft 
right under this Ryan resolution to 
Jeopardize all these things?
